Through the years, Vaca High has experienced many 
changes. Through these changes Vaca High has transfig- 
ured into the wonderful school we now attend today. 
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When Kathleen Chancellor at- 
tended Vaca High from 1938 to 1942, 
she was one of the only three cheerlead- 
ers at the school. During her high 
school years, the school was still located 
on the hill which is now Andrews Park. 
Chancellor recalls that there were “no 
stop signs”, just a “two lane highway” 
that ran through the town. She remembers wearing knee length 
skirts with neat collared shirts. During her four years at Vaca 
High, she recalls a science teacher that left because a number of 
the students had dicovered dirty pictures in his desk. There was 
no yearbook during the 30's “because there was no film”, and 
there was a paper shortage due to World War II. Her daughter, 
Lois Chancellor is now a teacher here at Vaca High.
